In Tokyo, Chief Cabinet

extremely dangerous," Suga 
told reporters. 

" It IS unforgivable," tlie top 
government spokesman said 
without elaboration. "As a 
government, we are asking tlie 
Netherlands, where the slup is 
registered, to take practical 
measures."

Heaviest snowstorm in 50 
years blankets northern Iran 


TEHP^AN (AFP) - The heav¬ 
iest snowstorm in five 
decades has blanketed 
provinces in nortliem Iran, 
cutting power supplies and 
trapping villagers, Iranian 
media reported Monday. 

The stomi is "unprece¬ 
dented for the past 5D years, 
witli two metres (almost 
seven feet) of snow falling 
since Fnday" a Mazandaran 
provincial official said, 
quoted by the media 

"Our main problems are 
(the provision of) power and 
water, which have been cut 
off due to the heavy snow," 
he said. 

According to officials, 
around 50D,OOQ people in 
northern Iran have been left 
witli out electricity and gas 
since Saturday.

A newly created media 
wal'±dog, the Superintendence 
of lufonnaUon and Communi- 
catiDix on Friday gave Xavier 
Bonilla 72 hours to "corre-zt" 
the caption of the offending 
carta on. 

It also fined El Umverso, the 
newspaper that published it, 
two percent of its revenues m 
tlie last quarter. 

At a news conference at 
iQuito's Plaza del Teatro, 
Eoiulia, who sigjishis caitoons 
'Bonil,' condemned tlie sanc¬ 
tion as “illegal and unconshtu- 
tional." 

But Bonilla said he would 
make the coiTeclion demanded 


because tlie order re quires “mi- 
niediate compliance.“ 

El Universe said it would 
fight die order in tlie courts but 
would pay tlie hue. 

Bomlla's cartoon depicted a 
police search at die home of an 
advisor to an opposition 
deputy, whom die government 
suspected of leaking hacked 
email messages. 

The caption said pohee con¬ 
fiscated “allegations of corrup- 
tian.“ Cori'ea filed a complaint 
last montli, demanding that 
Bonilla prove the assertion.

Cancer cases set to rise 


by half by 2030: t/A^ 


February 4th is 

World Cancer Day 


PARIS (AFP) - New case;; of 
esneer will rise by half by 
2030', reaching 21.15 million 
per year compared to 14 mil¬ 
lion in 2012, tlie UN said on 
Monday m a global aiialysiE of 
the scourge. 

Cancer deaths, meanwlnle, 
will likely rise from S.2 mil¬ 
lion to li million per year as 
the world's population grows 
and ages and more people 
adopt risky lifestyle habits, 
said the rep oil compiled by the 
Intern an on al Agency for Re¬ 
search on Cancer (IARC). 

It took aim at Big Tobacco, 
saytug its sales drive was "in- 
eztncably linked" to a likely 
surge in lung cancer. 

Released on the eve of 
World Cancer Day the report 
was compiled by more than 
250 scientists from over 40 
countries. It is the first such 
overview in siz years 
World HealUi Organisation 
(WHO) I>irector General Mar¬ 
garet Chan, whose agency 
oversees tlie lARC, said the 
overall impact from cancer 
would "unquestionably" hit de¬ 
veloping countries tlie hardest 
These nations are already 
grappling with poverty-as so cr¬ 
ated cancers caused by infec- 
hon or disease, slie said. 

Added to that will be can¬ 
cers blamed on more affluent 


lifestyles -- bigii tobacco and 
alcohol use, eating processed 
foods and not exercising 
eiiDugli. 

I ARC director Christopher 
Wild said the focus should be 
on prevention 

“Th e p aiti cularly he avy bur¬ 
den projected to fall on low- 
aiid imddie-income countries 
makes it implausible to treat 
our way out of caEicer, even the 
highesl-income countries will 
stmggle to cope with the spi¬ 
ralling costs of ti'eatment and 
cai'e," he said. 

Cancer overtook heart dis¬ 
ease as the number one cause 
of death in the world in 2011. 

New cases will likely rise to 
19,3 million in 2025, with 11.4 
nuJlion deaths, said Wild By 
2035, new cases would num¬ 
ber about 24 million p er year. 

Tlie report foimd a slight 
gender bias: 53 percent of can¬ 
cer cases and 57 percent of 
deaths were among men. 

In men, cancer most often 
attacked the lungs (16 7 per¬ 
cent) followed by tlie prostate 
(15 percent), colorectum (10 
percent), stomach (S.5 per¬ 
cent), and liver (7.5 percent). 

For women, cancer was 
most common m the breast 
(25.2 percent), colorectum (9.2 
percent), lung (S.7 percent), 
ceivix (7 9 percent) and stom¬ 


ach (4.S percent). 

There were also regional im¬ 
balances: moretlian 60 percent 
of tlie world's cancer cases and 
70 percent of deaths occurred 
in Africa, Asia and Central and 
South America, said tlie World 
Cancer Report. 

Measured as a propoition of 
tlie population, however, high- 
income counbnes in North 
Amenca and western Europe 
as well as Japan, Soutli Korea, 
Australia and New Zealand, 
had higher figures. 

Cancers of the breast, col- 
oreclum and prostate were 
more typical of the industri¬ 
alised world, said the repoit, 
and those of tlie liver, stomach 
and oesophagus more common 
m low-mcome countnes. 

China bears hiunt of new 
cases 

Almost half the new cases 
diagnosed in 2012 were in 
Asia^ most of them in China, 
said the report. Europe had 
nearly a quarter of cases, the 
Americas about a fifth, and 
Afi’ica and the Middle East just 
over eiglil percent. 

But when it came to deaths, 
Asia's share jumped to more 
than 50 percent and that of 
Afiica and tlie Middle East to 
nearly 10 percent, while the 
Americas' shai'e sliraiik to 
under 16 percent and that of 
Europe to 21.4 percent. 

Cancer is typically diag¬ 
nosed at a more advanced 
stage in less developed coun- 
tnes, and treatment is less 
readily available, said the re¬ 
port. 

Globally, lung cancer was 
the biggest killer with 19,4 
percent of the totals followed 
by cancer of the liver with 9.1 
percent and stomach with S..S 
percent.

The report said lung cancer 
was “inextricably linked to tlie 
global tactics of tobacco com- 
pames aiming to expand their 
sales." 

A smoking "epidemic" was 
evolving in poor countnes, it 
said, "potentially impeding 
human development by con¬ 
suming scai'ce resources, in¬ 
creasing pressures on already 
weak health-care systems, and 
inhibiting national productiv¬ 
ity." 

The report said the total, an¬ 
nual economic cost of cancer 


to the world was estimated at 
about $1.16 trillion m 2010, 
“yet about half of all cancers 
could be avoided" tliro ugh pre¬ 
vention, eaily detection and 
treatment. 

Prevention includes vacci¬ 
nation against hepatitis B and 
the human papillomavirus, 
which can reduce cancers of 
the liver and cervix, the pro¬ 
motion of physical acbvily to 
counter obesity - thought to be

Emergency Operations Com¬ 
mittee met. Ash fall was re¬ 
ported m multiple Tunguraliua 
towns, security service EGU- 
911 said on Its Twitter account, 
adding that seisnuc activity 
was “high." 

Authonties have not re¬ 
ported any casualties or dam¬ 


age. 

Authorities declared an 
emergency in lugli-risk ai'eas 
in Tunguraliua and Clumbo- 
lazo provinces aftei' Saturday's 
"significant activity.“ 

Multiple villages are located 
in the vicimty of the volcano, 
which stands at 5,029 meters 
(115,500 feet). 

The volcano look its greatest 
toll in 2Q0fi, when a Chimbo- 
lazo village was destroyed by 
lava, killing six people.

'Breathtaking' EU corruption 
costs 120 bn euros a year 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Corrup¬ 
tion across the European 
Union's 2S counti'ies costs 
about 120 billion euros (J ld2 
bilb on) per year — a "breath¬ 
taking" sum equal to the EU's 
entire annual budget, EU 
Home Affairs Commissi oner 
Cecilia Mabnstroem said 
Malmstroem said tlie actual 
figure could be even lugher, 
despite the estimate amounbng 
to a little less than one percent 
of the bloc's total economic 
output. 

"The extent of tlie problem 
in the EU is breatlitaking," 
Malmsti'oem wrote in an op-ed 
piece in Swedish newspaper 
Goeteborgs-Posten. "Corrup¬ 
tion uudemitnes faith in demo¬ 
cratic institutions, drains the 
legal economy of resources 
and IS abreedmg ground for or- 
gamsed cnme " 

Presenting the European 
Commission report, the bloc's 
first, Malmstroem emphasised 
the figure was "an estimation" 
and said tlie actual amount is 
“probably... much higher.* 

She c^led on member states 
to do more to stamp out the 
problem, saying: "TTie price of 
not acbng is simply too lugh " 
The report does not rank the 
coimhies as to the senousness 
of the problem nor suggest 
legal remedies, witlr Malm- 
sti'oem saying drat could ftillow 
after talks witli member states. 


But “one tiring is veiy clear' 
-- tlrere is no 'corAiption-fi’ee' 
xone m Europe," she said. 

While Malmsti'oem refused 
to point the finger at any pai'- 
bcular coimtiy, tire EU has had 
longstanding concerns about 
cori'uption m Bulgaria and ?ja- 
mania, especially ovei'their use 
0 f EU binds, an d b oth were put 
under a special monitonng 
mechanism when they joined 
the bloc in 2007. 

Tire report said that "figlrtmg 
cori'upton has long been a pri¬ 
ority for Bulgaria" but despite 
best efforts, tlie problem "re¬ 
mains widespread" 

A poll found S4 percent of 
Bulganaus agreed corruption is 
prevalent while last year tlrere 
were large demonstrations

In her Swedish op-ed, 
Malmstroem said Sweden "is 
among tire countries widr the 
least problems". 

She said reseai'ch showed 
that one nr 12 EU citizens had 
expeneirced corruption in the 
past yeai; while four out of 10 
companies regard it as "an ob¬ 
stacle for doing business within 
theEU". 

Tire report reviews how ex- 
istmg laws arrd policies work 
arrd suggests what further ef¬ 
fort could he made. 

Malmstroenr singled out 
public procurenreirt, notably 
lenders for construction proj¬ 
ects, as a major cause of con¬ 
cern. 

Graft watchdo g Transp ar en cy 
intertratioual welcomed the re¬ 
port, saying it marks "an im¬ 
portant step in the EU's 
collective effort to scale up its 
and-corruption efforts". 

The report did not cover cor¬

NFL: Sleepless is Seattle after Super Bowl triumph 

Seattle routed Denver 43-8 to win Super Bowl 48 


EAST RUTHERFORD 
(AFP) -Seattle forced four 
turnovers from the most pro¬ 
lific scoring attack in NFLlus- 
tory Sunday to humiliate the 
Broncos in tlie third-most lop¬ 
sided rout in Super Bowl lus- 
tory 

With cntics telling Seattle 
quaiterback Pmssell Wilson he 
was too short to play the posi¬ 
tion. and many thought a lup 
injury would sideline Sea- 
hawks receiver Percy Harvin 
all season 

Now bo til are Super Bowl 
champions thanks to tlieir per¬ 
severance. 

Wilson itirew two touch¬ 
down passes, wlule Harvin re¬ 
turned the second-half kick off 
S7 y ai'ds for a touchdown Sun¬ 
day as Seattle npped Denver 
43-S in Super BowHS. 

Wilson, 25, is in only his 
second National Football 
League season after being a 
tlurd-round NFL Draft pick, in 
patt because he stands just 
under d feet (l.Sm). 

‘So many people told me I 
couldn't do it,“ Wilson said. 
“It's kind of suireal. I wanted 
to go against the odds and it's 
just tremendous. It feels unbe¬ 
lievable " 

Wilson became only the 
second African-American 
quarterback to win a Super 
Bowl after Doug Williams, 
who guided Washington to tlie 


i9SS Super Bowl title. 

"Tbat's history right there," 
Wilson said. "It doesn't matter 
what you look like. It doesn't 
matter if you ai'e black, wlute. 
Latino, Asian. 

" It doesn't matter how many 
people tell you no. It's the 
heart you have That's what I 
try to prove eveiy day." 

Haivin made lus big play 
after missing most of the sea¬ 
son following Inp surgery 
Wilson completed lS-Qf-25 
passes for 20d yards and two 
touchdowns, and together with 
a relentless defense that forced 
four turnovers, they brouglit 
Seattle a first Super Bowl title 
and a downtown victory pa¬ 
rade on Wednesday 

Wilson has had a lot to 
prove since hi3 youth, when he 
learned lessons at a camp 
sponsored by Peyton Manning 
that he used against him as a 
Super Bowl rival. 


"I believe in myself My 
confidence was never going to 
waiver," Wilson said "I was 
going to go after it with every¬ 
thing I had" 

Wilson's attitude summed 
up the castoff feeling the un- 
fancied Seahawks thrived 
upon. 

"He's a bailer," receiver 
Golden Tate said of Wilson. 
‘For eveiybody that said we're 
not the mam disli, check it out. 
We came up big. Eat your 
words." 

Hie Seahawks talk of play¬ 
ing for the 12, meaning their 
supporters, the "12th Man,“ 
known for loud screaming. 

So it was an omen that they 
scored 12 seconds into the 
game and second halt tl^e first 
coming on a safety after an er¬ 
rant Denver snap at the start. 
The second came on Harvin's 
kick return. 

Kearse said tlie whole team 


knew Harvin was ready to 
make a big play and his nm- 
back brougiit a 29-0 lead and 
dimmed Denver's comeback 
hopes. 

Peyton Manning set passing 
records for touchdowns and 
yardage in a season and led 
Denver to arecord 60l5 points. 
The Broncos needed almost 


20 minutes to manage a first 
dawn and were one play fi’om 
becoming tlie first Super Bowl 
shutout victims 

"Veiy disappointed -- we 
definitely felt like we could 
hai^'e held them to zero Hiat 
would h av e b e en even b ett er," 
s ai d Wagner, who made a 
team-high 10 tackles.
